Clinton Berger wa.s found dead 


in his apartment at 10 a. m. July 
30. A chambermaid discovered the 
body. Clutched in his right hand 
was a pistol with one empty cham- 
ber. His wallet and watch were 
missing. Besides the body wa.s a 
crudely printed note dated July 
29. It read: "There's nothing left 
for me. Goodby." 


Police termed the note u fake, 


declared Berger hud been murder- 
ed and set to work to find the 
killer. After questioning the en- 
tire staff of the apartment hotel 
in winch Berger died, police con- 
centrated on four suspects. Three 
were employes of the hotel—the 
maid who found the body; the 
manager of the building and an 
elevator ojjcratur. The fourth was 
a friend of Berger's who had visit- 
ed the murder victim the day of 
the tnigedy. 


When police were unable to ob- 


tain u confession after hours of 
questioning, they decided to try 
a handwriting te.sl in (he hope that 
the killer's penmanship would be- 
tray him even though the fake- 
suicide note was printed. Police 
rear! lo the suspects the text of the 
note as quoted above, and each 
printed 
it verbatim. 
But 
after 


reading the note printed by the 
elevator operator 
they 
charged 


him with the murder.

WASHINGTON—A navy i.s no belter than the men who sail the ships and 


man the guns. In this respect at least, there is reason to beliee that the U S 
Navy is better today than it has ever been before. The 102,500 young men who 
make up the enlisted personnel of the navy today are certainly the most care- 
fully selected and trained men the navy has ever had. 


In' recent years it has been harder® 
— 


to get into the navy than to get into 
Thc |jhysie|ll t.xamlnatioll is stiff_ 


many a country club. Depressed con- 
ditions "outside" have enabled the 
recruiting officers to raise standards 
and still take their pick. 


During the fiscal year 1937, for in- 


i lance, out of 120,510 applicants, only 
15,094 were accepted. Of that num- 
ber only 2G deserted and only 20 were 
discharged for 
misconduct, 
which 


speaks well for the selective process. 


Arcuii; on youth 


Enlistment age is from 17 to 25, and 


the average man goes in at 19. Thc 
whole navy i.s a young man's service, 
as a youth who enlists as 17 may be 
retired to the regcrve at half his base 
pay at 37. 


After 10 years in the reserve be gets 


an extra 515.75 a month. Officers, too, 
unless they have risen to high rank, 
arc generally out of the service before 
40. The young man dominates the 
navy. 


Applicants today usually have a year 


or two of high school work. Then, be- 
cause they want to learn a traue, see 
the world, or contribute to family sup- 
port, they go to n recruiting office. 


the applicant must be a perfect speci- 
men. Defective vision or teeth, poor

Exhaustive investigation

Bureau of Investigation and to the 
police of every town in which lie has 
ever lived.

Character references must be had 


from former teachers, principals or 
employers, and olher responsible per- 
sons. 


In !i\ost cases, personal investiga- 


tion of home surroundings is made. 
That is to make certain that the ap- 
plicant'.^ record or surroundings con- 
lain no element of disloyalty to Ihe 
government he is about to serve.

British opponets of Prime Ministei 


Neville Chamberlain's "realistic" dip- 
lomacy which has replaced resigned 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden's 
"idealism," indicated Wednesday they 
would not let the defeat of a motion 
of censure in the House of Commons 
end their attacks on his policies. 


France, facing isolation on the con- 


tinent, prepared to strengthen her de- 
fenses, and inidcated she might steer a 
new diplomatic course. 


In Spain, a combined insurgent land, 


sea and air attacks following the re- 
capture of Teruel, threatened to de- 
velop into a decisive action of the civil 
war. 


Recall of three of the highest Japa- 


nese commanders was announced in 
the midst of reports that the Japanese 
had sufered sharp setbacks on the 
front north of Nanking. 


From Tokyo came a report that seven 


war planes had raided Japan's island 
colony of Formosa Wednesday, inflict- 
ing "numerous casualties." 


It was the first time since 1884, when 


British-French-Dutch 
fleet 
bombed 


Shimonoseki, that the territory of Jap- 
anese empire had been subjected to 
hostile foreign bombardment. 


It was the empire's first air raid. 


May Join With Italy 


Foreign Minister Yvon Delbos hint- 


ed that the French government, faced 
with n choice between isolation in Eu- 
rope or adopting a course parallel to 
England's, might enter into negotia- 
tions with Italy. 


Dolbos, addressing the Chamber of 


Deputies Foreign Affairs Committee 
fatcr the French cabinet had approved 
a five-year plan to strengthen national 
defenses, said the government might 
seek reconciliation with Italy on two 
conditions: 
1. That the League of Nations must 


recognize Italian 
sovereignty 
in 


Ethiopia before France would take 
jsuch action. 


2. That Italy retire 
her volunteer 


troops from Spain. 
These were approximately the same 


conditions Prime 
Minister 
Neville 


Chamberlain specified for England's 
reconciliation with Italy. 


"France envisages the opening of 


conversations with Italy of the same 
nature as those to be opened by Eng- 
land." deputies quoted Delbos as say- 
ing, since "certain guarantees" have 
been made for recognition of Ethiopia

Wednesday as the Shreveport 
weather bureau issued a new 
forecast of from 38 to 40 feet 
at Fulton by Friday. 


Army engineers said early 


Wednesday afternoon 
that 


they would guarantee to hold 
back the rampant river only 
until night-fall. 
'. 


:•• Fulton was surrounded by", 
water on all except the east 
side as backwaters from pre- 
vious breaks continued to rise. 
All levees protecting the im- 
mediate town of Fulton have 
been re-enforced with sand- 
bags. 


Water is above most of the 


old levees—and only new dirt 
and sandbags are holding 
back the flood waters. 


The river reading at noon was 


36.5 feet which is a rise of nearly a 
foot and a half in the past 36 hours. 
The present reading is nearly 11 feet 
above flood stage and is a foot above 
the all-time peak for modern years, 
reached in 1927, 


Two New Breaks 


Two new breaks in dykes were re- 


ported Wednesday. One was near 
Homan on the Miller county side be- 
low Fulton. The other was near In- 
dex, 
above Fulton. 
These breaks 


poured additional water into Miller 
and Little River counties. 


The levee which broke early Tues- 


day two and a half miles below Ful- 
ton on the Hempstead county side 
widened its gap Wednesday and water 
was pouring through a stretch of from 
400 to 500 feet. 


Backwaters from 
the 
Hempstead 


break backed up toward Fulton, reach- 
ing the embankment of paved High- 
way 67 about 10 o'clock Tuesday 
night. At noon Wednesday the water 
had climbed up to within three feet 
of the pavement at some places.

T iS much too soon for the shouting over the price reduction 


1 made by steel, big and little, but it isn't too soon for hoping. 


A slash in the price of steel without an accompanying 


reduction in wages has been one, of the major salients in the 
New Deal's bitter struggle with business, and there must have 
been considerable rejoicing in the Roosevelt camp when the 
word of the reduction went out. 


Independent companies started the price break by L. S. 


Steel. Just.previous to the reduction announcement, U. S. 
Steel and its subsidiaries had signed an agreement with S. 
\Y. 0. C., a C. I. 0. affiliate, guaranteeing, at least temporar- 
ily, a continuation of present high hourly wages.

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O most ^observers the important thing about the reduction 


is not the actual benefit which consumers will feel under 


the lowered price of $4 a ton fo rcold reduced, oiled sheets. 
The enthusiasm over the price reduction comes instead from 
related factors. 


. Greatest of these is the fact that an industry employing 


more than a million men plunges into the experiment of re- 
ducing prices without reducing wages in the present reces- 
sion. 'Other industries and other employer mays feel that it 
teel can do it, so can they. It is the first break in the dead- 
lock between business and the government which is blamed 
in many quarters for the slump in business. It may be the 
factor which starts a tremendous ball rolling. 


A teduction in the price of sheet steel is important most-1 
ly to automobile manufacturers, representing to them a sav- 
ing of approximately §2 a car. But t"e particular sheet steel 
in which the price was reduced is now placed in direct compe- 
tition with other and cheaper steel products, and never in 
steel's history has one steel product been reduced in price 
without accompanying price slashes in most other steel pro- 
ducts very shortly.

Do nol marry the 
one in question if you arc not willing 
to think of his or her welfare and 
happiness as supremely important to 
you. 


Love should be stronger than self- 


the physical plane, animals atlract 
each other because of differences in 
sex. 
' 


If all that you can place before a 


prospective lover is that you are a 
woman, wherein do you expect your 
attractiveness lo surpass lhal of any 
oilier person who is also a woman? 


Some foolish girls seem to think that 


they must resort to extremes of dress, 
brazen display of personal charms, 
insinuating conduct, close dancing, or 
some other vulgar appeal to merely 
physical if they are to attract the fav- 
orable altention of the opposite sex. 
If one's chief weapons of conquest arc 
only physical, she is poor indeed! 


When a girl gives a great deal of 


time and atlenlion lo her clolhing or 
her manner of personal conuucl wilh 
the aim of increasing her "sex ap- 
peal." is she placing her ideals very 
high after all? Is not "personality ap- 
peal'" of far more importance than the 
other appeal and on a much higher 
plane? 


Sex appeal is legitimate when it is 


righlly interpreted and when it arise: 
from uncalculatcd and natural per 
sonal charm. On the right plane, there 
is nothing wrong about physical ap 
peal—as a part of the appeal of the 
whole personality. 


I frankly admit thai the physical 


element has something to do with at- 
traction before and after marriage, 
but this element has been played up in i 
our day with an emphasis which is all 
out of proportion to abiding reality. 
Much of the cheap literature gives un- 
due prominence to this element to the 
neglect of the higher elements of "per- 
sonalily appeal" which are more ele- 
valing and abiding. The ninety per- 
cent which is menial anu spirilual 
should not be forgotten in the concern 
for the physical ten per cent. 


"Sex appeal," if not backed up by 


and supported by "personality ap- 


taken college work In Mercer Uni- 
versity. When I had been in Jerusa- 
lem about three weeks and had come 
to know him very well, he confided 
to me thnt he was soon to be mar- 
ried to a beautiful young Arabian 
gir! whom he had often courted bul 
with whom he had never been alone 
more than two times! 


We, in America, ore at almost the 


opposite pole with regard to such so- 
cial customs, We have almost un- 
bounded freedom—too much, I some- 
times think. 


We Jove our freedom in America. 


But do we have the intelligence and 
the ideals lo lead us to use it wisely 
instead of abusing it to our own hurt? 


Does it not geem that the right use 


of our freedom in America would al- 
ways lead to happy marriages? Prob- 
ably it would, but the trouble must be 
that the freedom is not used in ac-1 
cordunce with the highesl inlelligencc 
and ideals. This freedom in court- 
ship should be used for the purpose of 
becoming bctler acquainted. 


Critical Judgment Nccucd 


Critical judgment is needed in court- 


ship and choice of one's mate. 


Young people .who arc considering 


the possibility of marriage to each oth- 
er should be able to make adjustments 
of their differences which do nol in- 
vole compromise of principle, or Ihcy 
should discover lhat they cannot do 
so. Tliis should occur before they 
sland at the marriage allar. 


Sometimes when we feel like say- 


ing about a 
broken 
engagement, 


"What a shame," we should say, "I'm 
so glad they found out before they 
were married!" 


When a wise-cracker was asked 


what matrimony is, he replied, "Mal- 
rimony is an institulion for the blind." 


I regret to say that some marriages 


do seem to have been enlered with 
closed eyes. *l 's not accurate to say 
that "love is blind." Inflatualion may 
be blind, but there is room in love 
for sympathetic response on the high- 
er plane of spirilual agreement.
